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State Board Cooperates With Army and Navy 


Safeguarding the health of men who have been 
called to engage in National defense is of the utmost 
importance at the present time. In recognition 
of this fact the California State Board of Public 
Health, at a recent regular meeting, passed a reso- 
lution that provides for cooperative services in pre- 
venting the contraction of venereal diseases in 
areas where armed forces or National defense 
employees are concentrating. 

Mobilization of large numbers of men for or pur- 
pose of military training and expansion of indus- 
tries essential to defense are producing local con- 
ditions that add to the difficulties of public health 
administration. Since 80 per cent of the population 
of California enjoys the protection afforded by full- 
time local health service, an excellent public health 
record is maintained. Together with local health 
departments, the United States Public Health Serv- 
ice, the Army and the Navy, definite advances in 
the control of venereal diseases are made possible. 
All of these organizations will cooperate with law 
enforcement agencies in repressing prostitution. It 
is recognized that law enforcement agencies are 
responsible for the repression of commercialized 
and clandestine prostitution. The State Board of 
Public Health recognizes that the laws are ade- 
quate, but their enforcement is necessary. 

The board intends to use its influence and power 
to maintain present high standards of health within

the State by anticipating new problems as they 
arise, providing effective measures for their solu- 
tion, working closely with local health departments 
and all agencies within the State, and determining 
the nature of needed reforms 1 In administration and 
legislation. 


Following is the text of the formal resolution 
adopted by the board: 


WHEREAS, An agreement has been entered into by 
the War and Navy Departments, United States Pub- — 
lic Health Service, and State Health Departments 
on measures for the control of the venereal diseases 
in areas where armed forces or National defense 
employees are concentrated ; therefor, be it 

Resolved, That the California State Board of Pub- 
lic Health meeting in Monterey on November 19, 
1940, endorses in spirit said agreement which reads 
as follows: 

It is recognized that the following service should 
be developed by State and local health and police 
authorities in cooperation with the Medical Corps 
of the United States Army, the Bureau of Medicine 
and Surgery of the United States Navy, the United 
States Public Health Service, and interested vol- 
untary organizations: 


1. Early diagnosis and adequate treatment by the 
Army and Navy of enlisted personnel infected with 
the venereal diseases. 

2. Early diagnosis and treatment of the civilian 
population by the local health department. 

3. When authentic information can be obtained _ 
as to the probable source of venereal disease infec- 
tion of military or naval personnel, the facts will 
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be reported by medical officers of the Army or Navy 
to the State or local health authorities as may be 
required. If additional authentic information is 
available as to extramarital contacts with diseased 
military or naval personnel during the communi- 
cable stage, this should also be reported. 


4, All contacts of enlisted men with infected civil- 
lans to be reported to the medical officers in charge 


of the Army and Navy by the local or State health — 


authorities. 
0. Recalcitrant infected persons with communi- 


cable syphilis or gonorrhea to be quarantined dur- 
ing the period of communicability. In civilian popu- 


lations the local health authorities shall, so far as 


possible, obtain the assistance of the local police 
authorities in enforcing such quarantine. 


6. Decrease as far as possible the opportunities 


for contacts with infected persons. The local police 
department is responsible for the repression of 
commercialized and clandestine prostitution. The 
local health departments, the State Health Depart- 
ment, the Public Health Service, the Army, and the 


Navy will cooperate with the local police author- 


ities in repressing prostitution. 

7. An aggressive program of education both 
among enlisted personnel and the civilian popula- 
tion regarding the dangers of the venereal diseases, 
the methods for preventing these infections, and 
the steps which should be taken if a person sus- 


pects that he is infected. 


8. The local police and health authorities, the 
State Department of Health, the Public Health 
Service, the Army, and the Navy desire the assist- 
ance of representatives of the American Social 
Hygiene Associated or affiliated social hygiene 
societies or other voluntary welfare organizations 


or groups in developing and stimulating public sup- 


port for the above measures.

WOMEN’S CLUBS ENDORSE MILITARY 
HEALTH PROGRAM 


The Executive Board of the California Federation 
of Women’s Clubs, at its regular session held in Los 
Angeles, December 4, 1940, passed the following 
motion: 


“That the board ask the State and local depart- 
ments of public health, all law enforcement 
agencies, recreational and religious organizations 
to recognize the danger of degrading associations 
of women camp followers and prostitutes, to the 
moral, physical, social and spiritual welfare of the 
young men called from their jobs and protective 

Influence of the home, into the service of the 
United States Government, for National defense: 


“And that the greatest cooperation be given to 
the United States Military and Naval Service, in 
making our State a safe place for these young 
men, in the many communities and training 
camps. 


“That we open our clubs, our churches and our 
homes to young service men and that everything 
possible be done to keep them to lead clean, 
healthy and spiritual lives. 


“Copies of this motion to be sent to Governor | 
Culbert L. Olson, United States Secretary of War, 
Stimson, The Director of the State Department 
of Public Health in Sacramento—and that we ask 
the State Department of Health to relay motion 
to county health offices in the State.” 


The attention of all health officers in California 
is called to this action by the California Federation 
of Women’s Clubs, in order that they may be 
informed relative to activities that may be under- 
taken in all communities of the State for safeguard- 
ing the health of men in training and employment 
in National defense, through the provision of sical 
recreational and religious activities. 


BIRTH CERTIFICATES IN DEMAND 


During the past few months thousands of certified 
copies of birth certificates have been sent to appli- 
cants, most of whom needed them in order to obtain 
or continue employment in national defense indus- 
tries. At the end of November all of such requests 
had been complied with and all searches, as requested, 
are now completed daily. This has required a shift- 
ing of routine duties and the neglect of routine func- 
tions. Unquestionably, however, the national defense 


is of first importance. 


During November, drugs sufficient for 24,446 treat- 
ments were distributed to clinics, health officers and 
private physicians.

FEBRUARY FIFTH IS SOCIAL HYGIENE DAY 


_ The Fifth National Social Hygiene Day has been 
designated as Wednesday, February 5, 1941. In 
announcing this day for the observance of activities 
to safeguard the health of soldiers, sailors and 
industrial workers against the contraction of ven- 


ereal diseases, the American Social Hygiene Asso- 
ciation states: 


“As in 1917, the United States must bring about, 
in the shortest time possible, a tremendous increase 
in its armed forces and in its industrial establish- 
ments for manufacture of arms. Hundreds of thou- 
sands of young men will leave their families and 
communities to go to army cantonments and naval 
bases for training. Other thousands will travel far 
to find work in war industries. Everywhere there 
will be a breaking of home ties and a meeting of 
new problems. 

For wherever these men are gathered, those who 
seek to exploit them for gain will follow. And chief 
among the exploiters will be the procurer and the 
prostitute, spreading disease and disaster among 
those upon whom our National defense depends as 
Mt as those whom we seek to protect in community

Here is a heavy threat to the strength of the 
Nation’s man-power, whether in the armed forces 
or in the defense industries. 

During the World War the combined efforts of 
the Army, the Navy, the civil health and law enforce- 
ment officials, the American Social Hygiene Associa- 
tion and cooperating agencies prevented the huge 
increase in syphilis and gonorrhea which has accom- 
panied every other war in history. The United 
States forces had less venereal disease than any 
nation in the War. BUT—in spite of this fine 
record— 

. There were 157,146 more new cases of syphilis 
and gonorrhea among United States soldiers, sailors 
and marines than there were wounds in battle. . 

. Nearly seven and a half million sick days were 
lost on account of these diseases ... or the equiv- 
alent of 20,600 men absent from service for a whole 

. In terms of service, enough days were lost to 
man five huge aircraft carriers and nine destroyers, 
or twenty regiments of infantry for the entire period 
of the war. 

_ No foes are more powerful, clever and tricky than 
the spirochete and gonococcus. To fight them 
is an essential part of National defense.” }

U. 8. P. H. 8. ASSIGNS LIAISON OFFICER > 


Surgeon General Thomas Parran of the United 
States Public Health Service has announced the 
assignment of nine Public Health Service officers 
to special medical duties in connection with mili- 
tary camps now being set up under the Selective 
Service Act. 

They have been assigned to iis nine Army corps 
areas to work with corps area surgeons and act as 
intermediaries in problems that may arise in extra-_ 
military areas. This involves problems that may 


concern State and local health departments, as well 
as allied agencies. 


These assignments came as a result of the recogni- 
tion of public health relationships involved in cases 
of infectious disease in military areas, food handling, 


disposal of garbage and sewage, and water supplies. 


Because of the excellent housing provisions for 
soldiers that are now provided, it is anticipated that 
a much better record in communicable disease con- 
trol will be maintained than was possible during the 
World War. 

Dr. W. T. Harrison, who was formerly stationed 
in the San Francisco offices of the United States 
Public Health Service and who, for many years, has 
been in the Service’s National Health Institute, has 
been assigned to the California post as Liaison Off- 
cer in the Ninth Army Corps Area. 


CORRECTION OF VITAL RECORDS 


If every birth and death certificate were correct, 
in every item, at the time of filing, life would be 
easier for local registrars of vital statistics. <Affi- 


- davits, to amend certificates on file, are received in 


Sacramento in quantities ranging from 40 to 100 
daily. Since the application of the affidavit to the 
record involves considerable labor and careful check- 
ing, much time is consumed in this elaborate process. 
If those who make original birth and death certificates 
were to make sure that all items are correct at time of 
filing, much trouble and expense might be prevented. 


This bureau now has on hand more than 4000 aff-
